Genealogy and Breeding Method
Fantoom originates from selected diploid material we treated with colchicine in
1965. This treated material we multiplied till C4-generations, checking the
chromosome number in the C1 and C2-generation. plantselection in C4-generation was
followed by plant- and cloneselection in C5-generation and after that progeny
testing in mowing trials, single spaced planttrials and "row"-trials.
One of the synthetics out of this program was Mom Lp 165 (later called Fantoom), a
variety based on 10 families.

Reproduction and Multiplication
Seed of the 10 basic families has been dried and is stored under dry and cold
conditions. If necessary, we harvest first generation seed from single spaced
plants, derived from the 10 basic families. The next generations in the seed
production are: 2. Prebasic Seed (= Breeder's Seed). 3. Basic Seed (= Foundation
Seed) and 4. Certified Seed. -
Fantoom is a synthetic variety of a cross-fertilizing species. within this type of
varieties there is a certain allowed degree of variance within the properties used
for protection. All plants of Fantoom produced in the several generations are
within this type of variance.

uniformity and Stability
The above method of maintaining and multiplicating a synthetic variety of grass
has proven to work very well. Until now we did not have difficulties concerning
uniformity and stability in our own trials, comparing the several generations.
Also the dutch and british authorities of the Variety Research Institutes and Seed
Inspection and Certifying Agencies did not have problems with uniformity and
stability, testing and comparing all the generations.
